“Figures from the various 
city departments showing the way 
in which people are losing their 
Property through texes and the 
high cost of civic financing are 
staggering. The 1934 assessment 
roll showed there are 15,876 resi- 
dences in Edmonton, and at the 
end of 1933 there were 4,537 of 
these homes which were in tax 
arrears. There is no doubt in my 
mind that this figure will be 
largely incrersed when the 1934 
figures are available. It means 
that nearly a third of the homes 
of Edmonton are in tax arrears 
and that the home owners are 
gradua'ly losing their equities 
in them. The city already owns 
56,057 parcels of property, as- 
sessed at $8,897,380 which have 
fallen into its hands through non- 
Payment of taxes. Now we have 
2.314 additional residences sub- 
ject to Tax Caveat right at the 
present moment and 4,537 in all 
which are in arears up to the end 
of 1933. The taxpayers and home- 
owners must be given immediate 
relicf, and instant action is neces- 
sary. It is for thet reason that I 
am again impressing on council 
the need for these amendments.”

duties of a messenger boy? It's 
ridiculous, isn't it? Yet that hy- 
pothetical situation would be a 
true comparison with the way the 
work on the Edmonton street 
railway system is distributed—a 
straight system of seniority. Such 
a method has palpable weak- 
nesses. It means that the junior 
man may hope for no advance- 
ment until the top man passes 
away or is retired because of age 
or complete inefficiency. 

That is certs y not the sys- 
tem under which banks are oper- 
ated, nor should such a pernicious 
system be allowed in the opera- 
tion of our street railway. 

The writer knows full well that 
many motormen holding dow 
day-runs for the past 20 years 
worked for only six months or 
less on night-runs until they were 
eligible for day work. Such rapid 
advancement was mainly due to 
the expansion of the city during 
the boom years. And yet a num- 
ber of the employes still working 
night-runs are as old or older 
than the day men. Only they 
were not fortunate enough to be 
hired at the right moment 
Straight seniority thus means that 
a mo‘orman must work the night 
shift for as much as 20 years be- 
fore “earning” a dav-run. Would 
Mr. Montgomery call that fair? 

There are many who do not 
think that such an arrangement 
is a true interpretation of the 
principles of Hritish justice. 

In our humble opinion the 
time is long past due for Cana- 
dians to take hold of their own 
affairs and shape their working 
conditions after the pattern of 
the British traditions of fair play 
and justice. After all, Canada is 
still @ part of the British Em- 
pire and not yet ready to be an- 
nexed to the U.S.A.; and certain- 
ly our. working conditions here

An extra two weeks summer 
vacation may be given Edmonton 
public and high school pupils this 
year. A move to this end was 
discussed by the public school 
board finance committee. Monday 
night, as an economy measure. 
With three other days off, ap- 
proximately $50,000 will be saved 
in teachers’ salaries. 


Recommendations

Concrete evidence of undergrad- 
uate disapproval of the action of 
the University of Alberta board of 
governors in restricting political 
activity of staff members, was for- 
mulated on the campus Monday 
when a petition was circulated de- 
manding that the president of the 
Students’ Union call a_ general 
meeting of undergraduates to con- 
sider the board's action. 


100 NAMES NEEDED 


Arthur Bierwagen, 
the Students’ Union, 
the campus Monday and it 
pointed out that at least 100 under- 
sraduatcs must sign the petition 
before the union president would 
be forced to act. In addition, it 
was stated that since the board's 
action was not directly connected 
with student affairs Bierwagen 


would not be forced to act unless | 


he so desired. 

However, if he wished to bring 
about a student discussion of the 
affair he would be at perfect liber- 
ty to do so, 

The “Gateway”, undergraduate 
bi-weekly publication, con nented 
on the: board's action in a lengthy 
editorial in Tuesday's edition.

| Policies outlined by Prime Min- 
| ister R. B. Bennett in recent radio 
addresses were described by H. R. 
Milner, K.C., president of the Al-, 
| berta Conservative Association, ad-| 
dressing members of the Young 
| Men's Conservative Association in, 
| the Masonic Hall, as “radical but} 
| practical reforms consistent with} 
the traditions of the party and with 
| the course pursued by the govern- 
'ment during the past four years.” 
“The Conservative party,” con- 
tinued Mr. Milner, “has never been 
| far misled by untried theories and 
| has always turned away from 
| freaks and faddists. Its policy has 
| not been to desiroy but to reform, 
to control or to create. It does not 
abuse abuses but corrects them. 
It has faced the difficult situa- 
| tions arising from time to time 
meeting and overcoming them with 
appropriate measures and applying 
the proper remedies where injus- 
| tice or wrongdoing has been estab- 
| lished, he said 


| FACED BY PROBLEMS 

In support of these contentions 
Mr. Milner stated that when the 
Bennett government took office it 


found itself confronted with tariff 
|barriers erected by practically 
every nation to which Canadian 
| primary products were exported. | 
It was confronted with an unfavor- 
‘able trade balance and with a 
tariff structure which left Canada 
an easy prey to foreign producers. 
Tariff duties were imposed to
